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ABSTRACT : 

PURPOSE: To obtain a multichip package whose internal 
connections are 

switchable electrically, while unnecessitating the 
replacement thereof, by a 

method wherein input-output signal lines selecting a 
plurality of electronic 

function elements of the same kind are switched to each 
other or to a specified 
element . 

CONSTITUTION: Address data lines which are common 
input-output lines for 

signal lines other than a chip enable CE being a signal 
line for selection of 
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memory cells M<SB>K/SB>∼M<SB>n</SB>, are connected 
commonly, while CE 

alone is decoded for selecting each memory cell. 
M<SB>0</SB> is an extra 

redundant memory cell for constituting this memory module, 
and address lines 

A<SB>o</SB>∼A<SB>i</SB>, data lines D<SB>K/SB>∼ 
D<SB>j</SB>, a write 

enable WE, and an output enable OE are connected commonly 
with remaining memory 

cells M<SB>K/SB>∼M<SB>n</SB>, while only the chip 
enable CE, which is a 

redundant memory cell, is made switchable to any one of CEs 
of 

M<SB>K/SB>∼M<SB>n</SB>. Thereby any faulty chip can 
be switched 

electrically with ease. A pad SW for switching is usually 
connected to 

C<SB>0</SB> and led outside as CE<SB>0</SB>, whereby -the 
operation of the 

redundant memory M<SB>0</SB> can be checked. 
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
